FOREWORD 

There is both special civic and high aesthetic 
purpose to the Corcoran’s hosting the Washington 
Art Dealers Association second annual survey 
exhibition Off the Malh. First, we welcome this 
opportunity to celebrate the community spirit and 
activism of this select group of art professionals. 

The Washington region is well-served by this 
Association, currently numbering twenty-one 
member galleries, and the many dozens of other 
commercial, private, cooperative or alternative 
galleries whose calling is to make a wide variety 
of artistic creativity available to the public. The 
positive atmosphere created by these activist 
galleries directly supports and expands the 
mission of the Corcoran and all the other public 
art museums in our region. 

Of course, commercial galleries depend on sales 
to sustain their operation and the artists they 
represent. This is a significant and fascinating 
aspect and I was comforted to find increasingly 
healthy interest in the acquisition of art works 
locally, and not just nationally. Yet the public, 
whether or not they collect themselves, should 
remember an equally compelling fact that month 
by month, year after year, commercial galleries 
organize and present numerous significant and 
exciting exhibitions. These shows and 
installations are one of the best ways to see, 
judge, and learn about an array of contemporary 
arts, art history, the riches of regional artistic 
production, or other more distant cultures. Their 
monthly menu frequently exceeds and expands 
what one sees in museums. 

I had both the challenge and advantage that this 
highly focused Corcoran Off the Malh follows 


last year’s much larger Off the Mall, which had 
effectively filled the entire Art Museum of the 
Americas with five or six entries from each 
member of the Association. Our gallery, The 
Hemicycle, while spacious, is entirely different, 
obliging a compression by a strict curatorial hand. 

Chosen by the Corcoran’s Hemicycle committee 
and the Association as the agent for this scheme, I 
designed a selection process which began as a 
mildly conspiratorial collaboration. I asked each 
gallery director to propose three artists or works 
they felt best represented their activities and/or 
how they would like to be shown to the 
Washington public this year. I established a bias 
against what had been done in the preceding 
show, because I want this year to build on the 
past, but perhaps in different ways. I then took 
over, visiting the dealers and often various studios 
of the suggested artists, tuning my own interests, 
accepting (or not) the proposals, and focusing on 
the quality and intended variety of the show. 

It is the Corcoran’s hope that Off the Malh 
successfully reminds the specialist and our general 
public that there is a staggering array of art 
available right on our Washington doorstep. 

There is much to be learned through this overall 
random process of encounter, supported by the 
focused expertise of the commercial gallery staffs. 
I was warmly welcomed by everyone in this 
project as the Washington Art Dealers 
Association put the best interests of our public 
first and so generously responded to my 
selections. I learned a great deal along the way 
and thoroughly enjoyed this process. I thank all 
of the Association for their consideration, 
patience, support and infectious enthusiasm.

The selection of new members begins by 
application to or invitation from the Association’s 
board of directors, after consultation with the 
entire membership. For membership 
consideration, a dealer must meet the following 
requirements: 

1. The gallery has been operational for a 
minimum of four years 

2. The dealer maintains a good reputation for 
honesty and integrity in its relationship with 
artists, other dealers, and the public 

3. The gallery provides an unconditional 
guarantee for the precise authenticity of all 
works offered for sale 

4. In the opinion of two-thirds of the 
Association’s membership, the gallery has 
established itself as a true ‘art dealer’ rather 
than merely a retailer in pictures, and, as 
such, has been and continues to make a 
significant contribution to the cultural life of 
Washington, D.C., by the nature of works 
offered for sale, worthwhile exhibitions, and 
informative catalogs or other publications.
